Wnslqngttin.— More thnn 800 tons of 
one-dollar hills will be put In circula­ 
tion by the gov ernment this y ear, as 
compared with 00 tons in 19 00, accord- 
iiiii to a statement made by the federal 
bureau of efficiency , which has joined 
the treasury in a campaign to popu­ 
larize the two-dollar hill as well as 
other hills of higher denominations. 
The bureau has been making a study 
of the facts as to the manner in which 
the paper currency issued by the gov ­ 
ernment is used and it finds that the 
public is wedded to the one-dollar lull. 
The popularity of the one-dollar bill U 
attributed in part to necessity and in 
part to habit. 
“ Automobiles, 
mov ies 
and 
higher 
prices hav e made it necessary to carry 
more pocket money than of old,” say s 
the bureau. 
“ They m>v hav e started 
the run on one-dollar hills, hut it is 
believ ed to hav e gone furl her than is 
necessary or economical. 
The public 
Is believ ed to he using more one-dollar 
bills than is in its own iiiterest. 
“ Men are getting the habit of carry ­ 
ing ten to tiften ones in their pockets 
when they formerly carried fiv es and 
tens. 
This means that ten or fifteen 
bills are being subjected to wear where 
formerly two or three serv ed. 
Banks 
and other change makers hav e drifted 
too far in giv ing out small denomina­ 
tion hills In change. 
This has meant 
a stupendous growth in the bulk of 
paper currency .”

CLEAN DRIVEWAYS 


FOR GIL STATION 


Accum ulated Oil Drippings 
From Cars O ften B e­ 
com e an Eyesore. 


OII station driveways frequently be­ 
come an eyesore because of the ac­ 
cumulated oil drippings from cars be­ 
ng serviced. 
And because many of 
these stations occupy prominent loca­ 
tions and are designed for attractive­ 
ness, smutty driveways lower the gen­ 
eral appearance of tho station. 
Applied to Hard Surface. 
Standard OII stations in New Jersey 
have adopted ti successful and simple 
means of keeping their driveways spot­ 
less which may 
be applied equally 
well to paved surfaces. 
All excels oil is piped off the su r­ 
face or is scrubbed quite clean with 
kerosene or gasoline to cut the oily 
deposits. 
A little vigorous « rubbing 
wit Ii a stiff brush Mill rem ote most of 
this oil. 
The surface is then Hushed 
with a hose stream of clean water and 
while the pavement is still moist a 
little portland cement Is dusted over it. 
Keep Surface Spotless. 
In the New Jersey stations, the men 
In charge report that two appl! ‘aliens 
each week fire sufficient to keep the 
surface spotless. 
If dry cement is ap 
plied to the moist surface of the pave­ 
ment, it is swept over tin* surface with 
a broom. 
On drying this leaves tile 
surface white and covers up tile stains 
left by the oil drippings. 
One Middh 
West station reports that the best re 
suits art« obtained by dosing the pave 
rnent Just after closing time at night. 
In this case Hie cement hardens before 
opening time til*1 next morning. 
Whatever tile particular method of 
application may be, the use of port­ 
land cement keeps the surface In neat 
shape with a desirable light color. 
Owners of private driveways, garage 
floors and automobile showrooms hav­ 
ing hard floors also report the method 
simple and effective. 


R eplace B 
ke Linings 
Is Not Difficult Task 


To replace a brake lining, the bands 
or shoes ure taken ort*, the axle i 
placed in a vise, while the rivets are 
knocked "IT with a cold chisel or ham ­ 
mer. 
New strips of the lining fabric 
are cut to size. 
Beginning then at 
one end of the strip, two or three rivet 
holes are located with a blue pencil 
.md cut with a punch, after which tin* 
fabric is put Iii position im the shoe 
Medium hard rivets, to prevent st 
ing of the drums, are passed through 
tin* holes and are then headed down 
securely 
at 
tile back 
of the hand 
They must be sunk well Into the fit • 
He lining, so that no projections are 
left. 
With the strip held tightly t 
prevent wrinkling, and with the ban I 
ut Its original curvature, tin* next koh­ 
ls marked, punched and riveted hi the 
same way. 
The operator sjtuply keeps on around 
until the entire strip of lining Is rh 
eted down into place on th© shoe. The 
braking systems of our modern cars 
are efficient enough under ordinary cir 
climata noes, but they are not powerful 
enough to allow a margin for slack 
maintenance.
